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If you are a regular user of Internet Archive, you might have noticed 


that even when you enter the correct file name, the desired file often 
doesn’t appear in the search results. The main reason for this is that the 
file is available on the website, but its name is either written in a 
different format or the uploader has given it an entirely different title. 


For example, if you search for ChhatrapatiSambhaji or 
ChhatrapatiRajaram, you might come across the books Marathyanche 
SwatantryaSamar Part 1-2. This happens because the uploader has not 
used the proper title and instead has named the file based on their own 
convenience. Similarly, there are numerous rare books available on the 
Internet Archive, but they are difficult to locate. 
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To solve this issue, I have discovered some simple and effective tricks 
that can help you. I hope they will be useful to you. 


Tricks to Search Books on Internet Archive :- 


1. Search in both Marathi and English : 


Type your text in both Marathi and English. Many times, the file is 
uploaded but is titled either entirely in Marathi or in English. 


2. Use Google Search : 


Search Archive ms marathi on Google. Click on the first link that 
appears. This will take you to a page where you can find over one 
lakh plus Marathi books. 


Select the Search Metadata option on that page, and you will find 
books related to your query. 

Select Search Text Contents, and you will see all books that 
contain the text you searched for. 


3. Search for Marathi MGS-CIS : 


In the archive's search tool, type Marathi MGS-CIS. This will bring 
up 900+ scanned Marathi books covering a variety of topics. 


4. Use Text Search and Search Text Contents : 


Sometimes, even after extensive searching, you may not find the 
exact book you are looking for. In such cases, if the word you 
searched for is present within a book, the Search Text Contents 
option increases the chances of finding it. 
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5. Check the uploader’s profile : 

If you come across a rare book, click on the uploader's profile, 
which is visible below the file. The uploader might have uploaded 
more rare books. Revisit their profile after a few weeks or a month, 
as they may have uploaded new books during that time. Mark their 
uploaded books as favorites so you can easily access them later in 
the My Favorites section of your account. 


By using these tricks, you can effortlessly find rare and valuable books 
on the Internet Archive.
